Woodville Launches Drive For District 
To Control Mosquitoes; Work With Tulare 


; Initial steps in the formation of 
a mosquito abatement district. 
have been taken by the Woodville 
chamber of commerce, and it is 
“expected that necessary petitions 
concerning the district will be 
circulated as soon as they can be 
prepared. 

As planned at present, the dis- 
trict would include the areas of 
Woodville, Tipton, Pixley and Al- 
*paugh and would be annexed to 
the existing Tulare Mosquito 
Abatement district. 

DISTRICT BOUNDARIES 

Boundaries, which would fol- 
ow school districts, will run in 
the vicinity of the Poplar-Wood- 
ville road on the east, the Delano 
district on the south, out through 
‘the Alpaugh country on the west 
and would tie in with Tulare dis- 
trict on the north. 


Present plan is to circulate pe- 
titions which if necessary signa- 
tures are obtained, will later be 
presented to the Tulare ocunty 
board of supervisors with a re- 
quest that the district be set up. 
An effort is being made to bring 
the matter to a head rior to the 
first of the year so that if resi- 
dents of the area desire the dis- 
trict, control can be started next 
year, 

DISCUSSED BEFORE 

The matter of a mosquito abate- 
ment district has been discussed 
for some time in the Woodville 
and Pixley areas. At Alpaugh, pe- 
titions have already been circulat- 
ed and are ready for presentation.

“The number one problem of 
the Tulare councy dry-farmed 
grain area is the control of per- 
ennial milkweeds,” said Ralph L. 
Worrell, assistant Tulare ‘county 
farm advisor. ‘Last year a num- 
ber of tests of chemical weed

sprays were made on the Cloer 
ranch to determine how effective” 
they were in‘contro]l of the pest.” 


More than a year has now pass- 
ed since the tests were established, 
ample time for re-growth of milk- 
weed plants which are still alive 
following the spraying. 


Worrell said results of some of 
the tests are interesting and offer: 
definite promise of milkweed con- 
trol in the future. Grain farmers 
and other interested persons are= 
invited to attend the meeting.

Bee Bisse 
Are Worried By 
New Disease 


California beekeepers have 
their fingers crossed and are hop- 
ping that Isle of Wight disease of 
adult honey bees doesn’t become 
established in this State or in the 
United States. 

The disease kills the entire 
population of adult bees in an 
infected colony. 

H. M. Krebs, Supervising Api- 
ary Entomologist of the Calif- 
ornia Department of Agriculture, 
reports that since the end of the 
war Europeans have reported 
heavy losses of bees from the dis- 
ease. Entomologists of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, he 
said, fear the disease may slip in- 
to this country. The disease is 
transmitted by a mite. So far the 
mite has not been reported in 
the United States. 

As a preventive measure, the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
has prohibited the importation 
of queens and worker bees from

Dusting Offers 
Stripe Disease 
Control In Barley 


Dusting barley seed with an 
organic mercury compound prior 
to planting in order to control 
barley stripe disease is recom- 
mended by Ralph L. Worrell, 
Assistant Tulare County Farm 
Advisor. 


“Barley stripe is the most ser- 
ious disease in Tulare County,” 
said Worrell. ‘“‘Although its pre- 
valence and destructiveness vary 
from year to year, there ls near- 
ly always enough damage to have 
made it worthwile for the grower 
to dust the seed. The cost is neg- 
ligable compared to the saving 
in the crop which may result. 


Coit Suneson, Agronomist in 
the Experment Station at Davis, 
lists two factors to keép in mind 
when dusting barley seed. First, 
precise amounts of the fungi- 
cide - 1 oz. per 100 lbs. of seed 
- must be applied. Second, the 
dust must contact all seeds. 

In the future, stripe resistant 
varieties of barley may be avail- 
able. Until that time, however, 
grain rowers are advised to dust 
their seed for stripe control.

Krebs said that when entire 
colonies of bees die, there being 
no evidence of poison or any 
form of other disease, the bee 
keeper may suspect that the 
cause of death might be Isle of 
Wight disease. If he does suspect 
presence of this disease the api- 
arist should send a sample of the 
bees to-the Bee Culture Labora- 
tory, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture at Beltsville, Maryland, 
and request that the sample be 
tested for the presence of Isle of

Economist At University of California 
Gives Analysis of Agricultural Situation 


By H. R. WELLMAN 
Profesor of Agriculture Econom- 
ics, Berkeley — 

The outstanding fact in the 
present. agriculture situation is 
the current high level of Incomes. 

Up to 1945, net farm income 
in California increased more ra- 
idly than in the country as a 
whole. Over the past two years 
production expenses of. Califor- 
nia farmers have risen about as 
much as cash receipts from mar- 
ketings. 

During the first four months

of this year cash receipts from 
farm marketings in California 
were nine per cent larger than 
in the corresponding period of 
1946. This gain occurred in live- 
stock, and livestock- products; 
cash. receipts from crops were 
sightly below last year. ; 
FRUIT ,.BRINGS LESS 

Among the major classes of 
agriculture products, fruits alone 
are bringing less money this year 
thah last. But fruits are a very 
important component of Califor 
nia’s agriculture, much more so 
than in the rest of the country. 
In 1946, for example, 35 %of Cal- 
ifornia’s cash receipts from farm 
Marketings came from fruits; 
in all other states combined only 
four per cer:t came from fruits. 

In March of this year the in- 
dex of prices received by farm- 
ers in the Unitec States reach- 
ed a new high record, 29% above 
the 1946 average and 125% a- 
bove the 1941 avereze. 

The explanation of high farm 
-prices is to be found in the de- 
mand situation. 

Domestic demand is except- 
ionally strong with national in- 
come and employment at record 
high levels. Foreign countries 
are eager for our exportable sur- 
plusses. 

OUTPUT HIGH 

The 1947 farm output in this 
country is large and is bringing 
high prices. Thus far in 1947, 
national cash receipts from farm 
marketings have run well ahead 
of those of 1946. 

Farmers are in an excellent 
financial position; in the aggre- 
gate they have reduced their 
debts substantially since 1940, 
and in addition have accumulated 
large liquid assets. 


THE OUTLOOK 

Despite the current favorable 
situation farmers are somewhat 
apprehensive as to the future. 

The apprehension stems in 
part from the present unsettled 
state of the world. 

Another cause for distrust is 
the present inflationary boom 
in this country. This boom is 
fully as great as that which fol- 
lowed World War 1 and which 
broke in the summer of 1920 
Within the breif span of 12 mon- 
ths farm prices fell on the av- 
erage of 50%. 

EXPORT UNCERTAIN 

There is no means of knowing 
how far the present inflation- 
ary boom will go, when-it will 
end, or how serious the reper- 
cussions will be. 

The export situation is also 
causing some anxiety. Europe’s 


need for American agricultural 
products will be even greater in 
the fiscal year 1947-48 than in 
1946-47, but foreign countries 
are running out of dollars with 
which to buy from us. 

Need, however, is not the only 
component of effective demand: 
Equally important is ability to 
buy. It is the scarcity of the 
means of payment, rather than 
lack of need, which may restrict 
foreign purchases of our goods. 

REDUCED PURCHASES 

Great .Britain has announced 
its intention to reduce purchases 
from.us. Among agricultural pro- 
ducts the cuts will apprently fall 
heavest on cotton, dried eggs, 
and fresh, canned and dried 
fruits. 

Other countries too are feeling 
the pinch of the so-called ‘‘dol- 
lar shortage.’’ 

France, Canada, and most of 
the Latin American countries 
are all buying substantially more 
goods from us than they are sell- 
ing to us. This situation cannot 
continue indéfinitely.

This brush may be cleared 
either with equipment or by con- 
trolled burning. 

“Some work of this type has 
already been done in Tulare 
county,” said Ralph L. Worrell, 
assistant farm advisor, ‘‘with 
exellent results, The cleared ar- 
eas must be seeded to recommend 
forage plants and the grazing 
earefully controlled if results 
of the brush-control program are 
to be effective.”

‘Rust Proofing 


Advised For 
Winter Months 


Arrival of the fall rains and end 
of the harvest season is time to 
think about winter care of tools 
and implements, suggests Wm. E. 
Gilfillan, Tulare county farm ad- 
visor. 

He says several tips for rust 
proofing have been passed along 
to him by Ralph Parks, specialist 
in agricultural engineering of the 
Agricultural Extension Service. 

California ranchers leave a good 
part of their tools set out in the 
weather when not in use and they 
need protection from winter rains. 
A rust preventive will serve this 
need. It is easy. to apply with a 

brush or spray, and it is clean 
and effective. 


Rust preventives should be 
used instead of grease or oil. They 
are now available from the princi- 
pal oil companies. Unlike axle 
grease or oil that allows rust to 
occur beneath the film of oil, a 
regular rust preventive compound 
seals out moisture like varnish or 
paint. It is easy to remove with a 
solvent cleaner when the tool is 
again ready for use. 

Parks recommends a metallic- 
zjnc paint made by a number of 
manufacturers as a rust, preven- 
tive on some surfaces. For exam- 
ple, used on galvanized iron roofs, 
one coat of paint every five years 
will make the roof last indefine- 
ly.

New Type Milking 
Barn at DeMaster' 
Dairy Near Poplar 


(Continued from page 1) 
ing the milker an opportunity to 
move about freely and quickly. 

UP A RAMP 

The cows move into the milk- 
ing barn, from a washing barn, 
up a cement ramp. They enter a 
vacant stall, are milked, then 
are released to continue on 
through the barn and down an- 
other ramp into their corral. 

Four milking stalls are placed 
in 28 feet of barn space. At pres- 
ent, cows are milked into cans, 
however, DeMaster plans to in- 
stall tubing that will take milk 
direct into his cooling room, 

By keeping cows constantly 
moving through the milking 
barn, DeMaster states that one 
milker con handle approximately 
twice the number of cows as in 
the conventional type _ barn, 
At present, DeMaster is milking 
about 100 head, with one man 
handling the milking, feeding 
and care of equipment. : 

COWS EDUCATED 

Following completion of the 
barn, some trouble was encount- 
ered in getting cows to move up 
the ramp into stalls. However, 
the herd has been ‘educated’ 
and now individual cows move 
through the barn and stalls with 
no hesitation. 

DeMaster built the barn last 
April. It is of cement and sheet- 
metal construction, with stalls 
made of pipe. A piece of sheet 
metal is placed at the head of 
each stall and doors open off the 
stalls and into the runway in 
such a manner that the cow is 
kept moving in the proper direc- 
tion. 


The average farm is now 50 
acres larger than 25 years ago; 
20 acres larger than ifve years 
ago.
